NEW YORK. March 28.—What effect 


•will Marjorie Gould's wedding on April 
19th have on George Gould's purpose to 
complete his line of railroads spanning 
the continent between San Francisco and 
Atlantic tidewater? 


Men high In Wall street who never 
bother their heads about weddings, are 
asking this question In earnest: 


George Goald has been working for two 
decades to consolidate his vast railway 
holdings Into one great system, 
with 
through trains between San Francisco 
and New Tork and Philadelphia, 


SYSTEM NEVER COMPLETE. 


His father left him the Missouri Pa- 


cific. He acquired the Wabash and tha 
Denver and Rio Grande. He built the 
Western 
Pacific from Ogden to 
Ban 
Francisco. 


But the system was not a continent- 
spanning line. 
George 
Gould had 
to 
take the Wabash Into Plttaburg and 
build or buy a way from Flttsburg to 
the Atlantic seaboard. 
It Is now history ID Wall street that 


he poured so many millions Into the 
Pittsburg terminal that 
hi* resources 


were subjected to the severest test. E. 
H. Harrlman, eighteen months before 
his death, went to Gould's rescue on 
the Pittsburg plans and helped the eon 
of the original wizard of Wall street out 
of a predicament that promised to be- 
come embarrassing. 


ROMANCE AIDS AMBITION. 


Since then George Gould's plans for 
a line clear across the 
map of the 


United States have gone steadily for- 
ward. He has spent millions. He needs 
millions more. 
It was at this stage of his plans that 
romance stepped In and took the leading 
role in a drama which Wall street had 
been watching with Interest for more 
than a decade. 


Marjorie Gould had many opportuni- 
ties to wed a foreign title. She refused 
to marry Prince Alexander Georgievltch 
Romanouskl, a cousin of the Czar. She 
declined the proffered hand of the Duke 
of Alba, one of the richest noblemen 
of Europe with a long list of Spanish, 
French and English titles. 


SHE SCORNS A TITLE. 


She rejected Prince Francis Joseph, 
brother of Prince Miguel of Braganza, 
who married Anita Stewart. She turned 
a deaf ear to Captain Albert E. S. Paget, 
son of General Sir Albert Paget of Eng- 
land. 
Scorning a .title Marjorie Gould, with- 


out Influence from her parents, accepted 
the hand of Anthony Drexel Jr. of Phila- 
delphia—a young American allied by 
blood to several of the richest families 
of the United States. 
The Drexela are bankers. More than 


that, they are multimillionaires. 
The 


house of Drexel is to Philadelphia what 
J. Plerpont Morgan is to New York or 
Lord Rothschild to London. 


PLANS NEARER FRUITION? 


What effect will the Drexel millions, 


added to the Gould millions, have on 
George Gould's plan for a vast system of 
railways reaching from San Francisco to 
New York? 


No one knows but Mr. Gould and the 
Drexels. Wall street, however, has some 
shrewd guessers. 
And their 
one best 
guess is that George Gould's plans are 
nearer fruition than they would have 
been had some of his own millions been 
directed to the task of rebuilding old 
chateaus In Europe and In paying off 
the gambling debts of a titled son-in-law.

The death of Captain George K. Knowl- 


ton. 
mr.ynl.er of Appomatox Post No._ 30, 
Grand Army of the Republic has cast a 
pall nf gloom over preparation? for the 
Invention of the aged veterans to he 
held In this city April 19, and a ^solu- 
tion 
cif sorrow is to be adopted at tne 


Initial executive session of that body. 
Captain Knowlton, who passed awa> 
pt his home In this city but a few days 
since after years of suffering as the re- 
sult of Injuries sustained in the V ar or 
the Rebellion, was one of thc .most,n<3,**: 
worthy iteures of that period, and was 
held in deepest regard by the 1?'orn^ 
of this state, most of whom knew him 


"'e'nd came late in life for the old 
soldier, 
his eightieth birthday having 
been the Incentive for a celebration b> 
the members of the Grand Army posts 
February 
28 of 
this 
year. 
Captain 
Knowlton had a varied career, interest- 
1ns episodes in his life being closely in- 
tefworen with the history of the union. 


WORKED IN MILL. 


He was born in Salem, Mass., in 1830 
and in his boyhood assisted his fattier 
fn the older man's Planing mill, working 
"round one of the first s team engInes 
operated in America. Later the family 
amoved to Buffalo and Detroit and at 
the age of 10 the son went to sea, ship- 
ping on the William Louisa.;Later he 
became second mate on that vessel 
which was extensively used In the sla-v e 
traffic between Wilmington and Charles- 
ton 
He rame to California in 1S48, ship- 
ping before the mast on the trip around 
the horn for the almost unbelievable 
wage of 25 cents a month. Arriving here 
the lure of the mines called him, and 
after a few years he Acquired a fortune 
in gold amounting to some »l°n.ol>0-h 
Th! 
possibilities for a turning mill such as 
his father had operated In the far east- 
ern state of his birth presented them- 
selves, and he opened up a factor}- In 
San Francisco, adding to his wealth and 
becoming famed for his chanty and gen- 
erosity to less fortunate settlers. 
During the cholera scare of ISoO, wnich 
nearlv depopulated that city, he was 
stricken with the rest, and after a long 
and serious Illness recovered to find much 
of his fortune swept away and many of 
Ms old friends missing. 
His business 


failed steadily for a time, and In 1853 
he was again forced to go to sea ship- 
ping once more before the mast, and 
whin the United States fleet under Perry 
opened Japanese ports he was made a 
captain on the Mississippi. 


RETURNS AGAIN. 


After two years on the water Captain 
Knowlton returned to San Francisco for 
a second time in 1S55, opening a large 
planing mill on Kearny street. 
Later he 
settled In San Antonio, a town on the 
Brooklyn basin, which is now but a dim 
memory in the minds of a handful of old 
settlers, and, taking a keen Interest in 
the vicinity of his adoption, was a fore- 


I most promoter in the establishment of 
the township Clinton, a suburb of San 


i Antonio, which was located where the 
east terminus of the Twelfth-street dam 
in East Oakland Is now. 
During the mining boom in Brazil the 
old pioneer again pulled up stakes and, 
with a party of gold seekers, left for the 
Amazon river district 
But Indifferent 
luck attended their efforts and, returning 
to this country by way of Callao, all were 
stricken with yellow fever, every mem- 
ber of the party, with the exception of 
Knowlton, succumbing. 
Alone, but un- 
discouraged, he once more put to sea on 
a vessel from Hampton Roads, under the 
command of an old schoolmate and friend 
uf his boyhood. Arriving in America, he 
settled in Boston, and was living in 
Massachusetts when the roar of the can- 
non, 
sounding from Fort Sumpter, sum- 
moned him to battle with thousands of 
other volunteers, who gave up home, for- 
tune and family to answer the call. 


GIVES UP WEALTH. 


After settling in Boston he opened up 
several mills, and at the time of his en- 
listment was again adjudged a wealthy 
man. 
but he willingly gave up his pros- 
pects, entering the service as master's 
mate of the famed old steamer Maso- 
donia, later becoming captain of 
the 
North Atlantic blockading squadron. 
As the war progressed he was placed 
in charge of a captured ship sailing for 
Buford, North Carolina, and Just out of 
port encountered a wreck, which shat- 
tered the vessel and left Captain Knowl- 
ton a cripple for life. 
For one whole 
year he was confined to his bed at the 
Union hospital camps in North Carolina,

superior officers were forced to a realiza- 
tion that the soldier's fighting1 clays were 
over. In 3Si»5 he was given an honorary 
discharge from duty. 


CALL OF CALIFORNIA. 


The call of California reached him, and 
once again, his bouyant health gone, but 
his couragro unbroken, he came lo this 
coast, settling hi Stockton. In 1X70 he 
came to Oakland, was later installed at 
the 
Yountville Veterans' 
Home, 
just 
north of Napa. 
Sorrowing over the trend of affairs at 
the mismanaged home, but Imping for 
better things, he succeeded in making 
his escape one night. 
Coming to Oak- 


\ land, lie remained here until death called 


I him to the great boyond. 
At the 
end 
Captain Knowlton was living on a $30 
pension, and his last hours were desolate, 
except for the kindly care and love of 
his fellow veterans. 
Captain Knowlton was one of the few 
men who -.vere ahle 1o remember P.enlcla 
as the canital of California. He arrived 
there with a shipload of machinery In 
the year 1850, when a boat loaded with 
the first bricks for the state buildings 
It was planned to erect lay In the har- 
bor. 
Widely beloved by all who knew 


him, 
and held In honorable esteem for 
his great service to his country, Captain 
Knowlton's death is widely regretted.

OUR MUNICIPAL JATER SYSTEM 


In Construction Will Evidently Involve a Run- 


ning fight With Cranks 


(From San Francisco Chronicle, March 28, 1910.)' 


That our municipal water system will cost enormously more 


than the same system would cost private parties everybody knows. 
If a group of investors are considering the construction of a great 
public improvement the first thing they do is to say absolutely noth- 
ing about it. Quietly they employ the best engineers, usually from 
some distant part of the country, who may be employed in such a 
way that they do not themselves know whom they represent. 
In 


like manner able lawyers are employed, who, with the same secrecy, 
investigate all legal problems involved. If it is decided to invest, 
still other persons are employed to quietly make the necessary pur- 
chases or secure the necessary options, and not until everything is 
snugly tied up does the public learn what has been done and is pro- 
posed. 


When a city sets out to do the same thing it goes out proclaim- 


ing its intention by the sound of the trumpet, and every soul who 
owns anything which the city wants puts up his price. A good illus- 
ration is that of the Ham Hall properties on Lake Eleanor and 
Cherry creek. What those properties have cost the men whom Hall 
represents the public does not know—possibly $100,000, may be 
ess, may be more. A million is asked for them and our officials, 
who are familiar with all'the facts, believe we had better pay it. And 
here seems to be no other way than to accept the judgment of those 
whom we have elected to exercise their judgment. Somebody repre- 
senting the "Municipal Ownership Organization," whatever that is, 
n the light of the very trifling knowledge of the facts which he evi- 
dently has, comes in at the last minute and insists that the Super- 
visors should do something different. 
The municipal ownership 


concern was not, and the Supervisors were elected by the people to 
decide such things, and if the people are wise they will support 
their chosen representatives. But it is evident that during the whole 
course of construction the officials, whoever they are, will have a 
running fight with a succession of cranks. 


We are in for this municipal water enterprise and shall have to 


see it through, whatever it costs, if we can borrow the money. There 
may be more trouble about that than we expected. New York City 
4: 
l/2 per cent bonds have just been bid for at from 100.336 to 101.204. 


And -New York bonds would probably sell rather higher than ours. 
Probably, however, we can get the money, but nobody knows how 
much money we shall need. We need an enormous near-by storage 
capacity, not included in our city estimates, and reservoir sites in 
the vicinity of large cities come high, as we shall discover in due 
time—if we can discover the sites. But, aside from that and con- 
ceding the ability and good faith of the engineers who have made 
the estimates, we do not believe that any one can now tell the cost 
of a system which will be ten years in building. We cannot fore- 
tell prices of labor and materials or what unexpected natural ob- 
stacles may develop. Los Angeles authorized a bond issue of $23,- 
000,000 to bring water from Inyo county to that city, and it is stated 
that half the money has been used and the work not nearly half 
done, so that there is a good deal of anxiety in the southern city 
lest their water is to cost a great deal more money than was 
counted on. But they must have water. So must we. 9Aad, hav>- 
ing engaged in the enterprise, our only course is to-muddle it 
through and foot the bills, whatever they are.

You know the old 


Arab proverb, 'God helps those who help 
themselves;'

"Gentlemen: 
After a somewhat

tailed survey of the Auditor's office and 
the qxiarters allowed for the conduct of 
business of that office, I have tha fol- 
lowing' suggestions to offer your 
hon- 


orable board, which, I trust will be acted 
upon through the proper channels. The 
changes are intended to expedite 
the 


work of the office and more adequately 
meet the demands of the public In Its 
business relations with the county, 


"At the present time the records are 


badly scattered through the 
basement 


and the rolls are, through a badly ar- 
ranged lighting system in the basement, 
almost Inaccessible for the purposes of 
searchers. 
In this connection I would 


suggest that the warrant 
flies 
be 1 


stalled in the part of the basement al- 
lotted the Auditor, the lights Improved 
and the rolls put In proper order. The 
basement, with the proper window lights 
would be invaluable at the time of ex- 
tending the tax rolls, should your hon- 
orable boOy see fit to so Improve It. 


"As to the main office, I beg permis- 


sion to suggest that the general counter 
be moved forward a foot or two, to that 
the office deputies mlght/have more room 
to carry on their work. At the present 
time the desks and filing cabinets Inter- 
fere greatly with the free passage be- 
hind the counter. 


"Also, as Is the case In all the other 


offices In the county, I would ask your 
honorable body to order a steel railing 
placed upon the general counter to facili- 
tate the work of the office and somewhat 
systematize the business conduct of the 
County Auditor. 


"The present Grand Jury 
has unof- 


ficially expressed the opinion that there 
should be a balcony built In the office to 
accommodate the assessment rolls. Some 
three or four hundred volumes could be 
retained in the office and save the gen- 
eral public as well as

"Tour kind assistance afforded this of- 


fice a week ago has proved Inadequate, 
the appointee, after an Investigation of 
the conditions in the basement report- 
Ing that he will need help and I would 
recommend that another be- appointed to 
assist him. 


'These suggestions may seem

what radical. They are offered with due 


deference to your honorable body. How-

The Muckrake and Immortality. 


From his seat in the House of Representatives Hon. Juliu 


"Caea has addressed an eloquent reproof to "muckrakers" who make 
business of blackening the reputations of men who distinguish 
themselves in the service of their country. The way our most emi 
nent public men are maligned and traduced is disgraceful, Mr. Kah 
declared, and is a gra\ e'discredit to the American press. 


What has men ed Mr. Kahn to this zealous and valiant cham 


pionship of the name ant' fame of distinguished Americans it does no 
behoove us to inquire, but he is unquestionably correct in sayin 
that the men who ha\e guen this country the greatest and mos 
patriotic service have been the \ cry ones \s ho have been mos 
grossly maligned and lampooned; their motives have been malig 
nantly impeached : their characters aspersed and their acts misrep 
resented. But if Mr. Kahn has nat forgotten his lines he will re 
member that slander lo\ es a shining mark. So does death, for tha 
matter; and sometimes the eulogie.- over the dead are as destituti 
of veracity as the stories told about the living. However, no man 
is wholly good or wholly bad. and there are none so pure and wis 
as not to have at sometime made mistakes and given way to th 
sins of the rlesh. Xe\ erthcless, it is true that our greatest men have 
been the most abused. 


Xone has escaped. Our most illustrious patriots, our most emi 


nent statesmen, our most renowned warriors have been the target, 
for ridicule, slander, falsehood ami \ illification. 
Only the obscuri 


escape the shafts of envy and malice; partisan detraction never as 
sails those who render no service, who do not lead, who do not give 
evidence of uncommon talents and \\ ho do not make themselves felt as 
a force in whatever field of endeavor they select for their activities 
The nobler the game the more noisy and persistent the pursuit o 
the hounds. It has ever been so, ever \\ill be so: in other countries 
as well as in our own. Lustre attracts the daubers. 


Our national heroe> of the Revolutionary epoch suffered even 


worse than the public men of today. Washington, Jefferson, Ad- 
ams, John Jay, Alexander Hamilton, John Marshall and John Han- 
cock were held up in their time as sordid, scheming rogues thriving 
on their country'* misfortunes and making opportunities for them- 
selves in the powers granted by the people. If anyone desires to 
know of the baleful malignity of that early time let him read the 
memoirs of Alexander Maclay and the pasquinades of Philip Fre- 
neau. 


Andrew Jackson was pictured as a frontier ruffian, a satyr, a 


murderer and a violator of all the commandments. Webster, Clay 
and Caihoun were pelted with calumny and detraction. Even the 
most distinguished men of letters In their time did not hesitate to 
ascribe to these statesmen the basest of motives, and the ignoblest 
of vices. 


To Abraham Lincoln was applied every term of opprobrium 


that scorn, hatred and prejudice could suggest. Horace Greeley, 
who afterward broke himself under a storm of vindictive denuncia- 
tion, did not spare him. His poverty, obscure antecedents, his lack 
of early education and the disabilities imposed by privation ar d 
squalor in youth were hurled in his teeth with tigerish ferocity. Yet 
the muck cast around him has fertilized his fame and emphasized 
his greatness. 


Grant suffered scarcely less. For years he was pursued with a 


rancor that seems hardly credible now. Even the finer qualities of 
his character, his loyalty to his friends and his firm faith in man- 
kind, were turned against him, represented to be evidences of dis- 
solute habits, unworthy associations and venal motives. For years 
Charles A. Dana, who afterward excelled all others in abusing 
Grover Cleveland, prostituted his splendid talents to defame the 
Generalissimo of the Republic. Dana's malice was not sated when 
the General died, nor was his pity and magnanimity stirred by the 
commander's misfortunes and sufferings. 
When Grant died Dana 


preached a vulpine philippic over his grave. 


Among our noble dead Cleveland is the latest example of the 


abused statesman. He was charged with all sorts of offenses, from 
beating his wife to selling his country to Pierpont Morgan. Even 
the size of his neck was made the theme of scurrilous wit, and the 
privacy of his home was invaded by feminine furies of a hostile 
press seeking material for defaming the head of the government. Yet 
Mr. Cleveland's memory shines in splendor. Washington, Jefferson, 
Lincoln and Grant stand highest in our national pantheon. Poster- 
ity has done justice to their motives and characters and holds 
unstinted gratitude the services thev rendered.

The e-tUuile of the Senate 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The move- 


ment for the transfer of seyeral water 
power sites from the national government 
to the several states and territories took 
shape today, when Senator Sznoot Intro- 
duced a bill for that purpose. 


Contrary to general expectations, the 


bill will provide for the leasing of power 
sites by the states and would not permit 
their sal* under any conditions. It would 
provide for transfer to a state whenever 
it was shown to the satisfaction of the 
secretary of the Interior that any tract 
of land was chiefly valuable as a power 
site. 
Only one reservation would 
be 
made, and that would be that the trans- 
fer should not Interfere with prospecting 
or the development of mineral resources. 


Other conditions of the bill are: 
That the land shall be devoted by the 
lessee only to the development of water 
power; that the state shall reserve the 
right to fix charges by power companies 
for each ten year period; that no monop- 
oly shall be permitted to lessees under 
the law. 


The last section would provide for the 


forfeiture of the land by the states In 
case of any disposition of the land con- 
trary to the provisions of the proposed 
law.
